“chewing-gum king,” died at 
Phoenix, Arizona, His death, at 
the age of 71, was the result of 
acute indigestion following weeks 
of serious illness, 

At 11 he sold newspapers in 
New York. From waiter in a 
restaurant he became cashier 
and then travelling salesman for 
rubber stamps. He arrived at 
Chicago thirty years ago with a 
capital of £10‘ and began selling 
soap. Through premiums, in 
the shape of small . packets of 
chewing gum, he first, discovered 
the possibilities of making a 
vast fortune.
